ING TIME IN WHICH WE LIVE. 


An ACO of mediocrity In Which About 


the Only Activity Is Iu tlio Direction oS 
Fadlsm—There Aro No Groat (Juontions 
and Jyo Pre-cmliioot Men, 


It is a serious question whether wo aro 


Un a period of decadence. Tho whole world 
Jifipears to bo in a condition of intellectual 
Inactivity, or at least without thoso grunt 
mental struggles which characterized tho 
-recent past. \\o aro numerously following 
fads, exorcising tho mind on trifles, road- 
iug aud writing trash, and Interested iu 
•few general problems, 
Tho long peace of 


tho world has enervated men, especially as 
frlkiro have been no ureat problems ol peace 
oven. 
The preceding century closed In 


storm, tho American and French revolu- 
tions bavin;: excited tho energies of the 
world. 
The present century promises to 


close in a calm that breeds malaria. Tho 
last generation, active over the auti&lavory 
conflict and civil war. prolonged its- ex- 
citement through tho German wars against 
Austria urn! Franco. The present genera- 
tion U relatively without interest; people 
havo nothing specially great to think 
about. When it was a quest-Ion of saving 
tho country or settling groat moral prob- 
lems, men's thoughts were great and tlieii' 
nativities on a corresponding scale. 
Tho 


world was undertaking gigantic tasks, and 
braius wero in demand. Tho orator, the 
poet, the statesman worn' busy in their 
greatest creations. The intellect of tho 
pooplo was feverish. 
With universal dis- 


cussion and discussion of weighty prob- 
lems tho times produced man ILko Bucchcr, 
Lincoln and Bismarck. \Vhtttler wrote 
his "In War Time," the sanitary commis- 
sion was created, the development of phi- 
losophy launched and Italy tinlted. 
The 


world was doing something, and mankind 
was conspicuous for. working as u whole 
or In groat groups. 


Of lato, however, thcro is a widespread 


leoling that we have, nothing to do, and 
tho people, like- idlers, nro dovislng spn- 
•clous tasks for themselves, mostly moans 
of recreation. Wo aro in r. period of dilet- 
tantism. It 3s tho ago of brlc-u-brao in 
nrb, of ceremonies and entertainments in 
religion and of dross in society. Scholars 
gossip iu clubs, instead of dobnto In lyco- 
ums, mid collego students are known chief- 
ly as football players. 
No new philoso- 


phers-have bet'n conceived in this ago, uo 
great poems havo nppwired or ror.iarkablo 
adventures. It is au ago of mediocrity, In 
which many ccmo forward in cvory de- 
partment, ljut none Is conspicuous. Tho 
wholo world has been recently c-uiivnlsc-d 
ovor ft wedding. A superficial .hook on bo- 
homianism has made tlio greatest success 
In literature. The principal interest iu 
politics is un easy way to pay dobts. So- 
cialism Is ns det'p as tho public can see in- 
to government. 
Claptrap interests mot;, 


oud public officials aro capitalists instead 
of statesmen. 


Is all this an evidence of decadence, or 


is It Inseparable from n long career of 
pcnc-e? When the great questions aro set- 
tled must tile people turu to tlio small? If 
auythini; important 
interested us wo 


mit'ht. go tu war, whereas now poace is 
maintained by having nothing to light for. 
Such a languid feeling as the present 
could hardly bo roused to war. We are not 
interested enough to ' dispute ' seriously, 
much loss fl^ht. 
We :-.re making some 


progress, imi\M-d, in the rellnements of 
lii'o. and perhaps advancing in a slow w.ty 
by catching up with great projects con- 
ceived when IIK-U were moro vigorous. 
But when an aye i.-. refining ic is usually 
dolni; littlo else. The people are polishing 
v!>!»t they fiirjiv'.l in the hist generation. 
This is a -period di rhetoric, when niuu try 
to say nicely in.-tc;;-,! o: think greatly. 
It 


gives fower thoughts to tlio work! than It 
restates. By eur.v-'.inc and beautifying 
tho moro vis-ot'uus pruductionsof other pe- 
riods it does its characteristic work. 


Lift' is not a-; serious as it was liO years 


HL'0, when uu-n lived for something. 
The 


quest lull tlien was hmv tu do, whereas It 
is nuw how to livn. iustrrvd of acting men 
iuv liohiiViog, and the umeuittes of life aro 
our chii'f interest. 


Trying chielly to get rid of tho artii- 


tiunx of society, wo are learning to use 
what \vvi have rather than getting any- 
thing for humanity. Wu an1 in. a period of 
adjustment and exercised over what to do 
with ourselves. 
Tho present problem is 


mainly to keep men KOod, or rather to 
keep them proper. Social li:'o is about tho 
highest problem we nro cnnskloring. Men 
need to be recalled to tho vigorous. Tho 
struggles of lit'o must be entered to pro- 
duco a »croi>)! people. There is need of 
sonic of tho u'ji Puritan earnestness. Life 
should be more serious and lived on n 
larger scale. Tim pleasures take too proaii- 
nent n place, iis in thu beginning of tho 
oi^hleiinth century. The ablest minds nro 
largely engaged In amusing tho people. 
The drama is tho chief department that 
prospers, and thu greatest thing now seen 
is an opora or pageant, Wo are celebrating 
great deeds instcw! of doing them.

are to bp much in the near future we must 
look wound for greater undertaking:-. 
There is enough to bo clone to make heroes. 
Though no new worlds ear. bo discovered 
or races freed there aro lines of enterprise 
waiting to lie pursued. Africa is yet to bo 
settled and reduced to civilization; u new 
basis is to bo found for social life; rcllpion 
Is to ho conformed to.science, and perhaps 
a new Instauratlo, greater than Bacun's, 
is to h» applied to interpret tho world.

His idea.is to produce, on 
earth vibrations similar to thoso that cause 
sunlight, and thus give us a light as in- 
tense as that of tho sua. with no danger 
of obstruction from the clouds. 


Tbo inventor had' already done somo- 


! thing toward accomplishing this end when 
i tho lire occurred. Ic. Is understood that lie 
I has ajjjia taken tho subject up in a way. 
' To illustrate his principle it is only; neces- 


sary to fake'a long bar of glass and note, 
tho' brilliancy of tho light It produces, 
through vibration alono. It is a prismatic' 
experiment in general terms applied to 
electricity.

Tosla can compute vibrations as readily 


as most people count 'tho wealth . they 
would like to have. .Ho can tell you tho 
number of vibrations produced' by a Cy in 
action and draw interesting comparisons 
tboroirom. For example, ho will tell you 
that a certain kind of fly peculiar to the 
swamps of Central America .moves its 
wings about So, 000 times to tho second. 
\"ou mny doubt tho accuracy of'this state- 
ment in your own mind, but if you hun- 
ger for details Tcsla will sit down and 
convince you with figures adduced from a 
scientific contemplation of tho problem. 


"All I have to do," ho said recently, "Is 


to duplicate tho numucr of vibrations re- 
Citiired to light up tlio sun, and tho prac- 
ticability of my theory will havo been cicm- 
| onstratod. It is difficult for mo to give 
1 you an idea that you may readily grasp 
i about tho question ol vibration. 
In ordi- 


nary life our minds do not deal with the 
figures that como up in such investiga- 
tions. I hnvo como to tho conclusion that 
sunlight Is produced by five hundred tril- 


j lion vibrations of the atmosphere per sec- 


ond. In order to manufacture the same 
kind of light it will bo necessary to pro- 
duce an equal number of vibrations by 
machinery. I have- succeeded up to a cer- 
t:iin point, but am still at work on tho 
task."—Current Litcnvcuro.

The Author of "Alice In Wonderland" and

Tho author of "Alice In Wonderland," 


charming, kindly gentleman that ho is, 
has a horror of anything approaching to 
publicity which might almost bo called 
morbid, writes Ethel Mackenzie JIcKonna 
in Tho Ladies' Homo Journal.

Mr. Dodgson is a clergyman in deacon's 


orders; he was never ordained a priest, 
owing, it is said, to a slight hesitancy of 
speech which prevents his speaking iu pub- 
lic.

than it nsed to be. 
Piicli pipe as formerly 


sold at retail at 0." cents ft joint can new 
bo bought i-.t 13 cents or less. Thcro aro ic 
the United States about 40,000 dealers of 
one kind and another who sell stoves, find 
tho annual consumption of stovepipe in 
this cou:urya.inounrs to millions of joints, 
Stovepipe manufacturers begin making 
pipe for the winter trade about the middle 
of summer, and jobbers bi-giu placins.their 
orders about the same time. The distribu- 
tion to dealers Is active through August- 
and September, and'it continues until tlis 
end of winter. 


While many stovo dealer having tin- 


smiths' plants mako their own pipe, very 
few now manufacture elbows, which they 
can buy cheaper from the manufacturer. 
Thcro are numerous patents ou elbows. 
There nro elbows that, are made all in pno 
piece, and others aro ITIIM'CI in sections. 
There is moro machine-work in the manu- 
facture ot elbows than in the manufacture 
of pipe. Tlio old fashioned right angled c!-, 
bow of two pieces is still made by hand, 
but its sale is limited, und most elbows arc 
o£ the modern kind, with three, four or 
flvo seccinns. There nro adjustable elbows, 
niado with a movable joint, whicli ca« be 
adjusted to any angle or to two angled.—

A "Whole Section of Pipe is Cracked 


Which is a Queer Break for Pres- 


sure to Accomplish—Electri- 


cal Action on Gas Pipes. 


Several months ago n 2-1-iuch •water 


mai,n of tho Eacluo Water company 
which crosses tho river just oast oft Main 
street bridge, was discovered to bo Ionis- 
ing. This pipe was six fcot uudcr.tho 
bottom of the rivor untl hard to get at. 
Cnptalu Broymnu, of the 
submarine 


firm of Thatcher &' Broj-man of Toledo, 
O., was sent for and carne horo to 'make 
an examination of the leaking pipe. Ho 
wont clown in n diving suit arid shoveled 
away tho dirt and reported that the leak 
wns occasioned by a sand bole iu 'the 
pipe and placed a patch over it. 
By this 


means tho leak was stopper!, but when 
the annual tost of tho water works was 
made tho pipe again burst and it was 
necessary to give up tho trial. 


Again Captain Breynum wns sent for 


and came on Wednesday with his diver, 
O. H. Shirley, a gentleman of oxporiooec 
in that business. 


Kxurnini*] the Pipe. 


Both Captain Bray man and his diver 


went down and examined the pipu, thu 
large quantities of earth having Leon ro- 
moved from on top of tho pipe by a 
drodgo. 
They found that ono entire 


length ol pipe was cracked. It was not a 
straight crack, but extended to dilTuruut 
parts of the i>ipc and a • funny break it 
occasioned by pressure. 
Of course iti-was 


found necessary to cut off tho section of 
pipe, romovo the samp and place. ,> new 
suction in its placo. This.will occasion a 
delay of several weeks on account of rtho 
oumnauy not having u like soctiou of 
pipe on tho.ground.

was heavily charged wit!) electricity. 


This morning a Journal ropornur moi 


Mr. Shirluy anil inquired if it was a fact 
that tho pipe was chin-god and that he 
had received a couple ot shucks. The 
guinlomnu said that, it was true and he 
die! uot believe tiio break in the pipo was 
caused by a sand hole or pressure when 
the works were tested, but that eluctroly- 
tic corrosion, caused by electricity of 
soino sort, but from what.system he was 
unable to state. 


Muny Wncor I'Jpfls Charged,

the Mueh Talked oC Question, 


Editor Journal: 


The writer has followed with interest 


tho different articles discussing tliu topic 
of "bicyclo riding, its abuse and regula- 
tion." It would almost seem that it had 
boou handled by extremists on both sides, 
both actuated by feelings of injury done 
them in restricting their rights as citi- 
noni; of tho United States.

This is the publishing house from 
which John Brisbcu Walter issues The 
Cosmopolitan Magazine. -Mr. Walker is a 
member of that group ot new school pub- 
lishers who believe it possible to make a 
high class monthly periodical that may bo 
profitably retailed atthoastonishiugly low 
price of 10 cents a number. Re is not the 
pioneer in this direction, although ho is 
doing pioneer publishing work in other 
ways. 
Mr. Walker's plan is quite novel 


in -imerica and has no purallel anywhere 
unless one is furnished by the English 
publishing house of tho poet Morris. Bo- 
fore Mr -"Walker bought The Cosmopoli- 
tan, Its selling'price hfid been 23 cents a 
nujii-ber. 
For several years after ho got tt 


that rate'-was maintained. 
During that 


time the enterprise was apparently suc- 
cessful, bur, some two or three yeiirs ago 
bo determined tliat to secure a really wide 
circulation, such as he craved, tho price 
must bo made so low that no ono able to 
earn a living could rightly consider the 
magazine too costly for him to buy. 
Ac- 


cordingly tho retail price of The Cosmopol- 
itan was reduced to 12^ cents. The Amer- 
ican News company, through which all 
tbo magazines are circulated, declined to 
handle a magazine retailing at a less 
price than this, or Sir.

MYSTERIOUS BLEMISHES ON A DAZi' 


' 
'ZLINGtY FAIR FACE. 


The periodical Witting and W»n|D(t ear. 


tlto Sun's Spottednens—APei-plcrlnsrl'hc- 
norncDon-Discoverioii Mado and Thcorle* 
Advanced on tbo Sabjeot. 


On a beautiful summer morning in 1803 


a light cloud of mist suddenly covered tlio 
face of -iho sun, abstracting tho beams per- 
ilous te tho'eyeand providing a singularly 
use definition'of the usua'lly dazzling disk. 
No ono who looked at tbe pleasing specta- 
cle could have failed to perceive a pro- 
nounced blot on the otherwise fair surface. 
It was a "sun spot"-group of extraordi- 
nary eizo,-covering wi area .of at least 
7 000,000,000 square miles, and furnishing 
a'hint-bf the sun's immensity, for its lar- 
ger diameter was not one-eighth nor its 
smaller diameter one-twelfth that o£ thd 


Tho discovery of sun spots Is not one of 


tho triumphs of our own golden age, for in. 
the long, long ago, in the "Elowery King- 
dom" of faraway China, there were mist 
clouds and sharp eyes, as Is evinced by rec- 
ords of sun spots written In tno bMlling 
characters of a most remarkable alphabet. 


, 
And nearer onr own time, In A. D. 807, 


Euroooan observers saw a largo spot whlcn 
was supposed to be the planet Mercury. 
But like the little worlds which roam ia 
space between the orbits o£ Mars and Ju- 
niter, and which arc discovered only to be 
lost a^ain, sun spots figured.so little m 
tho annals 'of the times th.it when 1-a- 
bricius announced in 1611 that he.had 
_ 


found "dark spots on ..the suu" ho;agi- 
tated the prevailing schools of philosophy 
to their depths, for all Filch singular-ap- 
. 


pearances bad been Attributed to the tran- 
sits of planers. The. great name of Galilei 
is associated with tbo discovery, and that 
, 


mental gi'xct claimed to have seen spots 
earlier even than Fabricins. Still another 
Independent discovery was made by Schei- 


G'alilei and Fabricius saw that the spots : 


aro objects on tho sun's surface, carried 
along by tho rotation of the sun on its 
aiis For a brief while Schemer supposed 
them to be planets, bat he finally accepted 
Galilei's views. And (hero is a hint to 
the wise) ho devised the excellent plan of 
viewing the spot* by throwing the imago 
of tho sun, procured by his telescope, on a 
screen. 
,,_», 
If a. spot be fcen upon tho eastern limn- 


of the sun today, by Tomorrow it will havo 
changed its position a little nearer to the 
sun's center. In about soven days It will 
pass tho central line, and in seven more 15 
will disappear over iho western edge. \ery 
probably it will again be seen in H_days • 
more, reappearing on-the-eastern limb, 
which shows that, making allowance -oc 
the earth's'movement, the sun revolves on 
its .i^is in about 25 days. 


But tho spots may "break np"_ after a 


few days nnd' utterly disappear, although 
on the" average they iasc two or throe 
months. Some linger much longer, auu, 
others live but a few hours. 


If a spot bo well 'developed, it wul bo 


noticed with the telescope that when '011 
the 1 imb of the su n it seems liko a notch 
in the rim. 
It is very evidently » depres- 


sion in tho solar surface. 
"When it gets a 


little farther "on" it is seen to bo a bkw:^ 
spot with a shading on tho farther side. 
When it is central tbe "cavity" is wide 
open, and tbo "shading" i:i seen all around 
the black contcr, which is called tho "um- 
bra." 
The "shading," which consists of 


fringdiko filaments, is termed the "pe- 
numbra." As the spot approaches tho west- 
ern liaib the eastern side ot the penumbra 
narrows, and finally closes, so there can bo 
DO doubt as to tho perspective. In mo- 
ments ot excellent definition the iclescopo 
shows a surprisingly beautiful texture in 
tbo penumbra. In 1STS Professor Lang- 
lev then of Alleghany observatory, but 
now of tho Smithsonian, made a drawing 
of a "typical" sun spot, which will wc-il 
repay study. Sometimes there are feath- 
ery sweeps and delicate "bridges" or daz- 
zling lines of light gently creeping or flash- 
ing across tho stupendous depths of the 
umbra, and even tho "creeping" must bo 
an a raw of speed compared with which 
the wildest cyclone of earth would be but 
the gentle breathing of an infant. 


Once two ubM.-rvers, miles apart, hap- 


pening to bo studyiug the sun at the snmo 
moment, saw an outburst at the cdgo of a 
Teat spot and two objects shaped like 
"new moons," about 6,000 by 2,000miles, 
far brighter than tho surrounding surface, 
moved'away from the spot for.a few min- 
mos traversing in that time upward of 
35 000 miles. Xor was tho spot apparently 
ch'mcod in structure-by this curious inci- 
dent 
Two photographs of a spot, taken a. 


lirlf' hour apart, often show marked 
changes, indicative of. tremendous activity. 


There arc years when spots arc abundant 


and years when few aro visible—indeed, 
there are mouths when none Ls to bo seen 
even upon thu-cJosest scrutiny. And i- is 
uow well established tliat the spots have a, 
"period" of about 11 years. That is to say, 
commencing with a "maximum" penou— 
when the spots are very numerous—it will 
be about 11 years until another rnasiiuum, 
and during the interim the spots will have 
decreased to a "minimum " The last 
maximum was reached m Is9o, and dur- 
ing that year there were times o. superb 
di-finition, when hundreds of spots, tiny 
and titanic, were seen sprinkled over the 
vast disk.

gress. • . The bill authori7;ing thoact-was 
first introduced by Mr. Henry Wattcrsoij 
iu 1870 and was finally passed through 
both houses in 1S70 through the efforts 
of Mr, Albert S. Willis, who was thon the 
representative from this district. One of 
the pi-ovisions of the law Is that tho na- 
tional treasury pay an. annual subsidy of
